Since emigration was first attracted to 
our shores, a period of about forty-two 
years, we have received aa registered im- 
migrants ¢ total of 9,570,466 of ail classes. 
Computing the value of each immigrant 
upon the basis of slave labor, we find that 
by allowing each man to be worth just 
what an able-bodied field hand was held at 
before the war—say $1.900, thelr economic 
value to the country to be $6,380,311.00— 
two-thirds of those arriving being able- 
bodied and Industrious workingmen. Al- 
lowing to the remainder a low average 
yaluation of $390 each, we have an aggre- 
gate of $452.024,000, making a grand total 
of $6 832,335.000 aa the economic valne, ex- 
pressed in dollars, of the total immigration 
of the United pitates. Each immigrant 
brings to tbls country more «ur legs money, 
and property of different kinds, such as 
tools, instruments or something of Falue. 
This ja especially true of the Germans. 
who averaye some years (uite a sum—as 
high, in 1868, as $318 gold; but giving them 
anaversge in the twenty years of $100 
each—and in reality it overruns this av- 
erage—it would amount to $163 625.100 
brought Into the country by this one clase.
